Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  196?  upon  the 
Health  circumstances  of  your  Sanitary  District  which  is  aljo  a Riparian  Port 
Authority.  As  is  customary  the  report  incorporates  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  relative  to  llis  work  ard  to  his  observations 
upon  his  findings  during  the  execution  of  his  duties.  Statistics  are  employed 
in  these  reports  not  merely  to  be  of  academic  interest  in  themselves,  but  to 
be  a vehicle  of  demonstration  of  either  dramatic  change  for  better  (or  for 
worse)  or  to  illustrate  a continuing  trend  (however  slight  annually)  over  a 
period  of  years. 

It  may  be  recollected  that  in  my  last  Report,  the  tv/o  salient  points 
were  relative  to  re-housing,  and  to  the  quality  of  imported  meat  at  this  cross- 
channel port.  I re-emphasise  these  two  items  yet  again  and  to  them  add  a third, 
that  of  the  most  pleasing  diminution  of  the  occurence  of  tuberculosis. 

The  total  Rateable  Value  has  varied  from  the  former  £233,^05  to  the  current 
£241,95^  with  a Penny  Rate  productivily  increasing  from  £897  to  £925*  As  part 
of  the  Housing  Authority’s  long  term  housing  betterment  48  more  houses  were 
actually  demolished  follov/ing  usual  declarations  after  Ministerial  Enquiries  with 
the  result  that  I56  more  persons  were  rehoused  from  decrepit  premises  as  a direct 
responsibility  of  the  Authority  apart  from  those  who  had  actually  applied  for 
new  Council  Houses.  Whereas  in  the  preceding  year  the  Council  House  completion 
had  been  unfortunately  nil,  yet  in  the  current  year  the  figure  was  as  much  as  82 
and,  being  so,  was  the  highest  figure  since  before  1958. 

The  number  of  new  applicanis  during  this  twelve  months  had  fallen  from  the 
fromer  95  to  77,  the  number  already  on  the  Housing  List  an  the  strat  of  the  year 
having  been  I66  the  shrinkage  in  the  over  all  number  during  the  year  being  56 
(22  families  rehoused  and  34  others  removed  from  the  list  for  various  reasons 
quoted  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  report . 

Three  more  Clearance  Areas  wex-e  declared  involving  "7  houses  or  in  other 
words  at  least  I7  families  inhabiting  outmoded,  outdated  and  defective  properties. 

The  second  important  occurence  in  the  twelve  months  is  commonly  associated 
directly,  or  indirectly  with  (amongst  other  factors)  housing  circumstances  - 
that  of  the  incidence  of  Notifiable  Tuberculosis.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  note 
that  there  has  been  only  one  single  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  and  none 
of  the  Non-Respiratory  form.  This  single  occurence  compares  with  twelve  during 
the  preceding  twelve  months,  all  of  which  were  Respiratory  excepting  for  one. 

This  improveraent  v;hich  one  can  only  hope  will  be  maintained  in  the  future  is 
perhaps  iven  better  than  that  of  the  County  as  a whole  which  in  itself  has 
reflected  continuing  improvement  over  the  years  in  an  area  that  used  to  be 
regarded  as  a Tuberculosis  black  spot  relative  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  a whole. 

As  mentioned  above,  the  housing  betterment  of  the  District  is  a major  factor  no 
doubt  combined  V\^ith  a raised  over  all  living  standard  and  increase  in  public 
personal  enlightenment  particularly  relative  to  personal  hygene. 

The  third  salient  factor  of  the  year  is  that  now  ’'Old  Perenual”  of  the 
quality  of  meat  arriving  at  this  cross-channel  Port.  Dixring  this  year  the 
percentage  of  diseased  carcase  meat  even  furth^r  increased  stil.l  more  from  the 
previously  high  figure  of  81.5  to  the  current  of  no  less  than  90?o»  With  yet 
again  no  apologies  for  repetition  because  I consider  that  it  is  my  duty  to  so 
report,  Ihe  annual  percentages  of  diseased  carcaj^e  meat  lave  been  as  follov;s:-

former  merely?'  ([uoting  figures  v/ithout  indicating  ny  particular  observations  on 
their  part  re-lative  to  the  future.  A^jparently  tne  first  Ministry  (that  of  Health) 
merely  transmitted  the  damning  fi^/ircs  of  t'-.e  second  (that  of  tg -iculturo ) to 


two  Ministries  nov;  have  been  made  av-r’re  of  the  situation  from  tliis  liparian 
.lUt.iority . As  to  the  remaining  Vital  statistics  relative  to  future  planning 
needs,  your  population,  aft.r  av  k:ing  allov;ances  for  births  and  deaths,  has 
increased  by  10  to  10,660,  Since  1957  your  bii'th  rate  has  boen  (and  still  is) 
consistently  higher  than  t'nose  reflected  by  Anglesey  and  by  England  and  Vlales. 

The  current  birth  rate  of  2h.04  compares  with  the  earlier  22^2  and  with  the 
current  rates  for  /vnglesey  of  20.3  for  nngland  and  Males  of  only  17»2, 

The  doath  rate  has  fallen  from  the  former  13=63  (15 *74  two  years  ago)  to 
the  present  12.6  and  as  such  compares  wit*-’  12,6  for  Anglesey  and  11.2  for  r-bigland 
and  cules . 

In  conclusion..  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Me'-ibers  of  the  Health 
Coromihtee  for  the  courtesy,  support  and  interest  and  the  Clerk  and  Senior  Public 
HealtI;  Inspector  for  their  continuing  cooperation  and  help  at  all  times.

NATIONAL  i^SISTMCE  ACT,  1948 


It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  make  application  for  a Coiirt  Order 
under  Section  47  of  the  Act  for  the  removal  to  other  accommodation  of  any  person 
physically  incapacitated  and  living  without  proper  care  and  attention  in  insanitary 
conditions. 


By  arrangement  vd.th  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Hospital  Management 
Committee  the  Mortuary  at  the  Stanley  Sailors*  Hospital  is  availahle  on  a fee 
paying  basis  for. the  reception  of  dead  bodies  and  it  was  used  eight  times. 

C7^^-*PING  AInDD  CARAVAI'J  SITES 


Camping  and  caravaning  are  not  a problem  in  the  Urban  District  but  the 
illicit  overnight  parking  of  touring  caravans  in  the  Promenade  area  is  a matter 
of  increasing  concern.  The  Car  Park  on  the  Beach  is  not  equipped  or  recognised 
as  a Caravan  Site  and  the  opinion  is  held  that  this  free  unauthorised  use  vd.ll 
get  out  of  hand  unless  approved  facilities  are  provided  as  there  is  a need  for 
sites  for  the  touring  caravaner  who  vdll  wish  to  remain  in  an  area  for  one  or 
more  nights  and  this  need  is  not  met  by  the  licensed  sites  \Tiiich  are  usually  fully 
booked  in  advance  by  static  long  tem  occupiers. 

PUBLIC  CONVEI'JIEIiCES 

There  are  four  female  conveniences  and  four  male  conveniences  and  one 
\arinal  -v^hich  were  cleansed  by  a part-time  female  cleaner  and  a full-time  male 
cleaner.  The  ’wanton  ;damage' to  these  conveniences  and  the  obscene  and  other  writings 
on  the  walls  and  doors  are  a sad  reflection  on  the  mentality  of  a small  percentage 
of  lasers . 


The  crude  and  inadequate  open  air  public  urinal  at  the  Park  is  the  only 
convenience  there  to  which  the  public  have  a right  of  access  and  this  matter  has 
been  mentioned  annually  since  1953  and  improvements  were  agreed  upon  at  one  time 
but  the  project  did  not  receive  loan  sanction.  It  is  felt  that  there  should  be 
suitably  sited  male  and  female  conveniences  available  for  the  public  during  the 
summer  season.

Inquiries  were  made  into  cases  of  suspected  dysentery  involving  tvro 
families  and  in  one  family  all  tv/elve  faecal  specimens  were  reported  to  be 
negative.  In  the  other  family  the  baby  was  found  infected  and  nine  faecal 
specimens  had  to  be  taken. 

Inquiries  v/ere  also  made  into  suspected  food  poisoning  arising  in  one 
family  involving  the  examiiiation  of  three  faecal  specimens,  tinned  fruit,  tinned 
cream  and  tinned  milk  all  with  negative  results.

As  the  result  of  an  outbreaic  of  dysentery  amongst  the  school  children  at 
the  Kingsland  School  at  the  beginning  of  Ivlarch  the  ra./  milk  supply  of  the  town 
wa.s  examined  as  a routine  precautionary  measure  and  the  milk  from  all  the  six 
sources  of  supply  v/as  reported  to  be  free  from  organisms  of  the  salmonella  or 
dysentery  groups.  The  investigation  into  the  outbreak  \/as  conducted  by  the 
County  Council  staff. 

One  County  Council  Home  \/as  treated  tvvdce  for  coclo'oach  infestation,  one 
business  premises  for  flea  infestation  and  one  food  preinises  for  ant  infestation. 

SIvIOKE  .'iBiiTdlvlEIMT 


Smoke  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is  not  the  xjublic  health  problem  that  it 
is  in  the  industrial  areas  and  there  is  now  no  chronic  source  of  smoke  nuisance 
other  than  that  from  domestic  chimneys. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958,  prohibit  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  for  more  than  three  minutes  in  the  aggregate  in  any  period 
of  thirty  minutes  and  only  one  vessel  \/as  observed  emitting  black  smoke  but  this 
was  not  considered  to  contravene  the  Regulations, 

RBF'Uo^  DISPOSAL 

The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  refiose  collection  and 
disposal.  Refuse  collection  is  by  means  of  a 25/AD  cubic  yard  automatic  continuous 
loading  compression  refuse  collection  vehicle  which  \/ent  into  service  in  October,  1965* 

Refuse  disposal  is  at  the  Pelin  Ddwr  tip  v^ich  was  com^nenced  in  Ivlarch,  I966. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Team  is  composed  of  loader/driver  and  four  men  and  the 
xlefuse  Tip  labour  force  consists  of  one  .at-cendant  with  assistance  as  considered 
necessary. 

Ten  years  ago  there  was  a night  soil  collection  service  deatJflSjag  95  pail  closets 
weekly  but  this  year,  due  to  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  and  the  connection  of 
others  to  the  Y/est  Holyhead  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme,  the  service  has  ceased  to  operate,

and  it  was  possible  due  to  the  stock  held  in  reserve  to  issue  to  householders  a bin

The  total  number  of  new  applications  registered  during  the  year  from  residents 
within  the  urban  area  was  77  and  II4  tenancies  v/ere  allocated  including  64  for 
clearance  area  displacements. 

Of  the  166  applications  on  the  Register  at  31st  December,  I966,  twenty- two  have 
been  rehoused  by  the  Council  and  thirty-four  other  families  have  left  the  addresses 
given  on  their  Application  Forms  or  their  applications  have  lapsed  due  to  change  of 
circumstances.  Of  the  applications  registered  during  the  year  under  revievt/’  seven 
famlies  have  been  rehoused  by  the  Council  and  the  applications  of  a further  seven 
have  lapsed  due  to  change  of  circumstances. 

Applicants  for  Council  Houses  and  for  transfers  on  the  Housing  Estates  are  visited 
in  their  homes  as  found  necessary  in  order  to  form  an  opinion  of  the  conditions  at  the 
premises  and  some  1,482  interviews  took  place  in  this  connection.  Each  Council  House 
as  it  becomes  vacant  on  change  of  tenancy  is  inspected  and  93  inspections  were  made 
for  this  puipose.

In  the  tables  below  details  are  given  of  the  results  of  testing  121  samples 
of  ice  cream  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  period  January 
to  October.  There  \ms  one  local  manufacturer  using  the  Hot  llix  Method  and  there 
were  forty-one  non-manufacturing  retailers  supplied  by  four  v/holesade  manufactur’ers 
operating  on  a national  or  regional  basis  who  retailed  pre-packed  ice  cream  only.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  recommends  that  a./ing  to  the  numeroxos 
factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  cream,  it  is  un\/ise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  single  sample.  It  is  suggested  that 
5O/0  of  a vendor*  s saiTiples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  8O/0  into  Grade  1 or  2,  and  not 
more  than  20%  into  Grade  3,  none  into  Grade  4.  The  void  samples  were  due  to  a 
refrigeration  fault  affecting  the  samples. 

Itinerant  Retailers 


Three  itinerant  retailers  operating  from  premises  outside  the  urban  area  v/ere 
observed  vd.thin  the  district  from  time  to  time  and  due  to  the  erratic  nature  of  their 
movements  which  means  that  they  have  to  be  sought  in  the  evenings,  and  very  often 
then  v/ithout  success,  it  \7as  only  possible  to  obtain  four  samples  of  ice  cream,  of 
v/hich  the  four  were  classed  in  Grade  1. 

Soft  Ice  Cream 

Fifteen  samples  were  obtained  from  one  itinerant  retailer  of  soft  ice  cream 
based  within  the  urban  district  and  twelve  were  classified  in  Grade  1,  one  in 
Grade  2 and  two  samples  v/ere  declared  void. 

MILK  CONTROL 


During  the  year  47  samples  of  Untreated  Milk  were  tested  and  all  the  samples 
obtained  from  six  producer/retailers  were  satisfactory. 

The  Untreated  Milk  retailed  in  the  tovm  by  six  producer/retailers  v/as  also 
submitted  tv/ice  to  the  biological  test  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  infection 
and  the  tv/elve  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  of  infection.  One  producer/retailer 
ceased  to  operate  during  the  year. 

The  Anti-biotic  Test  is  also  applied  as  a routine  check  to  ascertain  if  the 
inilk  has  any  traces  of  penicillin  which  is  used  to  combat  mastitis  and  which  might 
be  prejudicial  to  the  consumer.  The  milk  of  five  of  the  producer/retailers  was 
sair^led  four  times  for  this  purpose  and  the  milk  of  the  remaining  producer/retailer 
who  ceased  business  tvd.ce  and  all  twenty- two  samples  were  rex^orted  satisfactory.

Unsouind  food  was  examined  at  14  premises  and  24  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose 
and  343  visits  v/ere  made  to  92  xaremises  for  observation  purposes,  and  to  advise  on 
compliance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  cUid  the  Pood  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  I96O. 

One  donation  viiich  was  not  acceptable  to  an  Old  Pdoplc'a  Club  v/as  a mysterious 
""etal  knob  found  in  a loaf*  of  \/rapped  sliced  bread.  Investigations  t^+.  the  BaJeery 
i-^v-ealed  that  the  Imob  was  an  essential  v/orking  part  of  the  bread  va-apping  machine 
whose  loss  the  staff  had  sought  to  hide  from  the  .iianagement . Ho\/  the  iao.chinc  V70l:.:^'^ 
v/ithout  the  knob  has  still  not  been  solved. 

One  loving  \/ife  exercising  her  usual  care  one  morning  in  xa-'o^jaring  her  husband’s 
lunch  sandv/iches  promptly  recognised  <a  hf-uadsome  moth  in  the  crust  of  the  loaf  tund 
this  incident  led  to  the  bakery  taking  the  very  coinmon  sense  precaution  against  a 
repetition  by  entering  into  a contract  v/ith  a.  Pest  Servicing  .^vgency  for  regular 
treatment  for  fly  and  cockroach  infestation. 

Complaints  about  flour  moth  and  weevil  infestation  at  another  bakery  were  also 
deolt  with  by  the  same  Pest  Servicing  A.gency. 

By  a remarkable  coinciden.ee  '^/ithin  a.  month  of  each  other  the  s.'.ufl.e  customei 
purchased  from  the  sarae  shop  firstly  some  Cadbury' s Chocolo.te  and  then  secondly 
some  Rov/ntree’ s Chocolates  and  these  chocolates  were  found  to  be  inxcsted  \/ith 
larvae  of  Ephestra  olutella  or  warehouse  moth.  Chocolate  is  prone  to  this  type 
of  infestation  and  both  manufacturers  were  able  to  demonstrate  that  the  chocolates 
must  have  become  infested  after  leaving  their  premises.  The  retailer's  premises 
were  treated  as  a precautionary  measure  by  a Pest  Servicing  i^gency.  The  greatest 
safeguard  against  this  type  of  infestation  is  rapid  turnover  of  chocolate  stock 
.lid  attention  to  rotation  of  stock  so  that  there  is  no  danger  of  old  stock  being 
retained  on  the  shelves  and  the  new  stock  sold.  It  is  the  odd  remaining  left-over 
unsold  bar  of  chocolate  thai  does  the  damage. 
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A well  knoYjn  make  of  sa.usage  v/as  found  after  expert  examination  to  have  not 
only  beef  in  it  but  also  a fragiientary  piece  of  hairy  debris  as  v/ell.  It  was 
particularly  revealing  from  a technical  point  of  vievY  to  have  the  forthright 
opinion  that  the  fragment  was  cow  hide  ,and  not  prime  ox  hide.  The  point  should 
not  be  missed  however  that  it  v/as  possible  for  the  piece  to  have  been  paxt  of 
the  skin  of  a rat  or  mouse  y/ith  the  associated  contamination  risk. 

Pieces  of  vd.re  are  common  enough  but  an  uncommon  piece  of  Australian  v/ire 
found  in  a tin  of  corned  beef  did  not  appear  on  the  school  meals  menu  due  to  the 
vigilance  of  the  catering  staff. 

A complaint  of  a milk  bottle  containing  a foreign  body  v/as  referred  to  the 
County  Council  as  the  responsible  authority  and  the  suppliers  v/ere  fined  £10  and 
£8,  Od  costs. 

An  allegedly  unfit  slice  of  tongue  v/as  foixnd  on  investigation  to  be  more 
unattractive  than  unfit  and  the  complainant  probably  thought  that  she  was  not 
getting  value  for  money.  It  is  also  hardly  fair  to  complain  that  a joint  of 
lamb  bought  on  Satixrday  v/as  smelling  when  cooking  had  been  unv/isely  delayed. 

It  v/as  in  fact  admitted  to  have  been  fresh  when  bou^t. 

In  another  category  however  was  the  complaint  that  some  pork  chipolata 
sausages  of  another  well  known  brand  were  out  of  condition.  These  sausages 
were  exposed  for  sale  in  a refrigerated  display  counter  and  according  to  the 
manufacturer' s instructions  should  have  been  sold  v/ithin  forty-eight  hours  of 
delivery  but  in  the  absence  of  any  code  marks  it  was  not  possible  to  say  if 
this  had  been  done  and  in  any  case  the  sausages  were  not  considered  to  be 
legally  unfit.  The  point  that  has  to  be  understood  is  the  importance  of  rotation 
of  stock  at  the  retailers  and  the  very  himian  failing  for  van  salesmen  operating 
from  the  Manchester  district  to  overstock  retailers  in  the  outlying  areas. 

Another  very  thorough  investiga.tion  was  made  into  an  allegation  by  a family 
on  holiday  at  a camvan  site  that  out  of  six  steak  and  kidney  pies,  chips  and 
peas  bought  in  the  town  for  immediate  consumption  at  the  caravan  on  a Saturday  in 
Augvist,  one  pie  was  stained  and  smelly.  In  this  instance  it  was  possible  to 
reasona.bly  demonstrate  that  the  complaint  whilst  made  in  good  faith  v/as  v/ith  little 
substance  as  the  wrappers  and  code  markings  were  available  and  it  v/as  possible  to 
have  a pie  of  the  same  batch  from  the  same  soiarce  examined  v/ith  portions  of  the 
offending  pie  v/ith  negative  results  for  food  poisoning  organisms.  This  v/as  a 
joint  investigation  on  the  site  v/ith  the  manufacturer's  representative  who  came 
over  specially  for  the  purpose  in  response  to  my  telephone  call. 

A little  nine  year  old  girl  and  her  younger  sister  doing  the  Saturday  morning  .. 
shopping  for  their  mother  went  into  a multiple  store  and  pointing  to  the  only  bacon 
joint  of  a well  known  brand  in  the  refrigerated  display  counter  asked  "is  this  large 
and  is  it  alri^t?"  and  on  being  assiured  that  it  v/as  large  but  not  very  nice  and 
that  it  was  alright  bought  it  for  7/7<i.  This  joint  \/as  immediately  put  in  the 
family  refrigerator  and  when  brought  out  for  cooking  on  the  Sunday  v/as  found  to 
have  an  extremely  offensive  smell.  The  label  on  the  polythene  bag  containing  the 
joint  stated  cleanly  that  it  should  have  been  sold  and  cooked  before  the  14th  July, 
that  is,  the  day  before  it  v/as  bought  at  the  shop.  The  vendors  were  prosecuted 
vinder  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  fined  £20. 

It  is  distvirbing  to  find  a multiple  firm  of  grocers  saying  that  it  is  not 
their  general  policy  to  install  low  temperature  refrigerated  display  cabinets 
in  all  their  branches  on  the  grounds  of  expense  relying  on  instructions  to  their 

managers  to  withdraw  from  sale  and  destroy  for  example  frozen  chickens  v/hich- — - 

deteriorate  due  to  exposvire  at  atmospheric  temperature  in  the  shop  -window  and  this 
is  exactly  vdiat  happened  to  eighteen  frozen  chickens  at  their  local  branch. 

This  places  the  branch  manager  in  the  difficult  position  of  having  to  decide 
just  how  much  of  a calculated  risk  he  can  take  in  selling  frozen  chickens  exposed 
for  sale  without  the  recommended  refrigeration  facilities.  It  might  be  sound 
finance  to  YrrA'-'e  off  from  time  to  time  a few  dozen  frozen  chickens  as  being  less 
expensive  than  to  buy  an  approved  refrigeration  unit  but  it  must  also  be  a food 
hygiene  practice  of  the  lowest  order. 
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An  effort  was  made  to  get  the  meat  traders  interested  in  mechanical  ventilation 
of  their  premises  but  this  was  more  in  the  nature  of  an  educational  exercise  than  an 
enforcement  survey. 

The  usual  summer  season  complaint  about  co.fe  conditions  v/as  received  and  as  in 
the  past  the  customer  had  a grievance,  stoutly  denied,  about  charges.  The  complaint 
superficially  \/as  about  the  cooking  or  lack  of  cooking  of  a meal  arid  for  good  measure 
there  was  a hint  that  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  premises  would  not  be  tolerated 
in  their  part  of  the  country.  It  is  obvious  that  no  conclusion  could  be  arrived  at 
regarding  the  quality  of  the  meal  which  as  the  management  asserted  had  been  eaten 
anyvvuy  but  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  institute  an  intensive  visiting  routine  to 
keep  an  eye  on  the  general  hygienic  conduct  of  the  business. 

Still  in  the  catering  line  there  vra.s  the  lady,  a temporary  resident,  who  took 
the  trouble  to  Virite  dravidng  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  refuse  bin  at  the 
cafe  at  which  she  had  had  a meal  had  to  be  carried  throu^  the  cafe  to  the.  front 
door  for  collection  by  the  refuse  vehicle.  A most  repulsive  and  unhygienic  practice. 
This  vra.s  of  course  absolutely  true  as  there  is  no  back  entrance  to  the  premises  and 
on  the  day  in  question  the  bin  men  had  to  make  a second  call  after  opening  time  as 
the  premises  were  locked  on  their  first  visit. 

These  anecdotes  are  lightly  mentioned  as  illustrating  the  food  hygiene  climate 
and  as  an  encouragement  to  the  public  to  become  more  vocal  .in  reporting  features  vdiich 
they  dislike  or  do  not  understand.  There  is  no  legal  remedy  in  some  cases  and  the  view 
of  the  complainant  in  others  may  be  uninformed  and  lacking  in  perspective  but  all  cases 
are  thoroughly  investigated  and  legal  proceedings  are  taken  vdien  the  circumstances 
warrrant  such  a course. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Market  Hall  involving  cleansing  and 
decorating  of  the  walls,  re-organisation  in.  the  lay-out  of  stalls  and  removal 
of  the  lo\7  platform  to  make  better  use  of  the  space.  The  blocked  up  archway 
into  the  main  hall  from  the  right  entrance  foyer  was  opened  up  thus  restoring 
access  enjoyed  by  the  public  some  thirty  years  ago. 

Re-decoration  ajid  other  maintenance  repairs  were  carried  out  at  five  premises 
and  one  grocery  shop  was  converted  into  a self-service  store.  Eight  premises  v/ere 
found  to  be  affected  by  drainage  or  sewerage  trouble  and  attention  v/as  given  to 
seven  mouse  infestations,  seven  rat  infestations  aiid  tv/o  ant  infestations.

A complete  check  was  exercised  on  all  landings  of  imported  food  from  the 
Republic  of  Ireland.  This  v/ork  involves  alternate  v/eek-end  duty  by  the  Public

As  the  result  of  routine  notification  of  meat  and  offal  in  transit  to 
Smithfield,  London,  the  Chief  Meat  Inspector  there  telephoned  me  dinring  October 
that  230  cartons  of  ox  livers  labelled  as  unfit  for  h-uman  consumption  formed 
part  of* one  consignment  and, further  investigation  at  Ministry  level  revealed  that 
these' livers  had  been  -exported  from  the  Republic  of  Ireland  in  contravention  of  the 
Irish  Fresh  Meat  Act  and  action  has  been  taken  to  stop  this-  traffic. 

...  A similar  incident  occurred  in  a consignment  to  Oldham  of  102  boxes  of  ox 
livers  and  90  boxes  of  ox  lungs  ^diich  were  said  to  be  for  redistribution  to  cat  and 
dog  food  manufacturers. 

I suspect  that  this . traffic  v;as  more  widespread  than  these.:-two  proved  cases  and 
I would  like  to  stress  once  more  the  importahce"that  is  attached  to  this  monotonous 
routine  practice  of  notifications  of  food  in  transit  through  the  port  which  is 
operated  on  a seven  day  week  basis. 

I have  little  doubt  that  the  ox  livers  and  lungs  \ih±ch  were  labelled  as  unfit 
for  hirnian  consumption  were  intended  for  the  pet  food  trade  but  the  utmost  vigilence 
must  be  exercised  to  ensure  that  this  type  of  unfit  offal  is  consigned  direct  to  the 
pet  food  manufacturers  for  sterilisation  and  that  the  traffic  does  not  pass  through 
wholesalers  dealing  in  food  for  human  consimiption. 

It  is  pleasing  to  say  that  as  the  result  of  the  system  in  force  at  Holyhead 
that  the  whole  massive  machinery  for  controlling  the  importation  of  meat  and  offal 
into  the  United  Kingdom  was  alerted  at  local  and  Ministry  level  in  this  country  and 
the  Republic  of  Ireland, 

In  collaboration  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  -Conway,  an 
investigation,  which  is  still  uncompleted,  was  commenced  in  October,  19^5  into  the 
extent  of  Salmonellae  infection  of  carcase  meat  from  Ireland  and  out  of  a total  of 
208  specimens  obtained  on  landing  at  Holyhead  during  the  year  11.  were  reported  as 
being  infected.  —
